Perspectives on Dialogue: Making Talk Developmental 
for Individuals and Organizations - Dixon-- This book 
will help you recognize the value of talk and ways to think 
more consciously about your interactions in supporting and 
developing others. You will find a good bit of the "data" of 
your action research project coming from conversations. 


Also helpful:

You will find this site 
and its articles useful, but you are also required to read 
current issues of the magazine. You can find WiReD at 
Barnes and Noble, Borders, and other large bookstores with 
good periodical racks. I recommend you subscribe, but 
won't require it.

ERIC Searches-- On your own you should be reading 
other materials about the topics related to your issue. Part 
of what you will do starting in October and the beginning of 
November is to read books peculiar to your ARP. Mentoring 
books for mentors...Community of practice 
books...Differentiated learning...Constructivism or 
constructionism...whatever it is that fits what you are 
studying. You do not reinvent the wheel with your ARP. You 
take what others have done or said and see how it applies 
to your situation. A good way to find these books is to read 
journals and look at the references or bibliography at the 
end of the article or book. Those are usually the meatier 
books. And certainly, if I find stuff that I think is 
appropriate to the conversation at hand, I will post the link 
for your perusal and discussion. The ERIC Searches will 
familiarize you with the Educational Resources Information 
Center database that is available on the Internet. Contrast 
relevant literature on your topic. ERIC can be accessed 
from your home if you have a computer and a modem or 
from one of the campus computers with Internet access. 
Search for references to the educational subject that 
interests you, such as the topic you choose for your 
exploration. ERIC is available online at 
http://ericir.syr.edu/Eric/. ERIC is also available on CD- 
ROM in the Reference Room in most libraries; this version 
sometimes easier and faster to use than the web version; 
however, you usually need a reservation to use the 
computer in the library.
